Its Past, Present ami Future. 


Keno is located on the Truckee 


river, in a level basin completely 
surrounded by mountains, save a 
small canon through which the river 
and C. P. railroad finds, an out'et. 
As yet it is a young town, being only 
ten or eleven years of age, yet its 
growth has been rapid, particularly 
during the last year or two, sinsf 
the people have begun to recognise 
its permanent and substantial pros- 
perity. The nnme "Reno" is 
from 


Gen. Keno, who was killed in battle 
at South Mountain. 
The county 


seat of Washoe County since 1871, it 
occupies the foremost plnre among 
the towns in the eohnty. 
Its alti- 


tude is -1,525 feet above the sea, and 
it is 154 miles by rail from Sacra- 
mento. In 1871 it numbered about 
1,000 inhabitants. 
Its last census 


token from the Assessor's books last! 
Fall, give it a population of 1,912, 
nbont half the number of people in 
the county (3,944). Reno suffered a 
severe back-set- October 29th. 1873, 
by a fire, which destroyed about 
S100.000 worth of property, laying 
in ashes the principal business por- 
tion of the town. 
Not disheartened 


the people went to work with a vim 
and soon replaced the destroyed 
buildings by more substantial and 
safe structures. 
The town is nicely 


and regularly laid ont, with wide 


several hundred volumes in its li- 
brary and' files of all the leading 
papers on its tables. 
Since the dis- 


covery that sagebrush land was emi- 
nently adapted to the culture of 
alfalfa, it has been reclaimed by the 
hundred of acres. Farms and ranch- 
es are being located in every direc- 
tion. After the land is cleared, three 
and four crops a year can be cut. 
Potatoes of good size and delicious 
flavor is raised here. An active de- 
mand is made for them in all the 
markets where they have been intro- 
duced. Mining has become a very 
important industry, adding to the 
wealth and prosperity of the town. 
Peavine, situated 'eight miles as the 
crow flies, north of ua, has attracted 
considerable attention for the past 
two years. The Con. Poe, Golden 
Fleece, Cleopatra, Brooklyn and oth 
er mines are destined to be valuable. 
South of us n"ar Steamboat, cinna- 
bar ami sulphur mines of 
rich- 


ness have recently boon discovered, 
while wo hear of tin, lead and 
being found on all sides— thus mak- 
ing Itfuo tlie center of a large r.ud 
promising mining region. Its water 
power is unexcelled. The beautiful 
Truckee flows through the town, 
bringing to -onr doors good drinking 
water and enough to run all the ma- 
chinery in the State. The fall is so 
groat that a, ditch run but a short 
distance will give u sufficient fall to 
rau any machinery. Trout is c.iught 
iu abundance in the stream. This 
flsh enjoys a wide reputation 
for 


toothsomeness. The Nevada State 


j Fair is held in Reno every Fall. A 
fine fair ground, with commodious 
buildings aud good, track, is situated 
a shoit distance south of town. This 
is a very valuable addition to tho 
town. A Boar t of Trade was organ- 
ized Jan. 1, 1876, which holds regu- 
lar meetings every Monday night. 
It is doing a good work. The State 
Prison is now in process of erection 
about a mile and a half east of town. 
The Episcopal Church will erect a 
Female Seminary here during tho 
Summer and efforts are being made 
to secure the location of the Metho- 
dist Seminary too. The climate is 
healthy and bracing, the atmosphere 
clear and pure. 
The future o* Reno 


is very promising indeed. 
It is 


looked upon as the rising town of 
Nevada. 
The public spiritness of 


its people, together with its favorable 


j locality, its convenience to any point 
east or west, its light taxation, its

A Washington letter saya: An in- 


teresting incident, which foresh^d- 
owed the tragic fate of President Lin- 
coln, bat which lias never before 
found its way into print, is vouched 
for by a number of persons, still in 
Washington, and who were witnesses 
of it. On the day when Lincoln was 
inaugurated the second time, in 1865, 
and just as he had passed from the 
rotunda of the capitol to the plat- 
form at the east portico, where his 
inaugural was to be delivered, a man, 
who was recognized by several per- 
sons to be John Wilkes Booth push- 
ed hurriedly through the passage 
leading from the Senate chamber to 
the rotundu and in an excited and de- 
termined manuer broke through the 
line of policemen which kept the 
crowd back from the procession, and 
made a desperate effort to reach the 
pastern door of the capitol 
He was 


discovered by a member of the eapi 
tol police—Mr. J. W. Westfall of 
New York—who on several occasions 
before as well as since, lias given evi- 
dence of his faithfulness and efficiency 
He seized the excited stranger, and, 
after a s"vpre strngsle, dnving which 
Major B B. jFrpiich, then commis- 
sioner of public buildings, at the sug- 
gestion of Westfall, caused the door 
to be closed and nid to bo furnished, 
succeeded in forcing him back into 
the crowd. Booth had already been 
noticed by at least two persons who 
knew liirn, passing rapidly from the 
direction of the Senate chamber to 
the rotunda, and some idea of hi? da- 
termination to reach tho inaugural 
platform njnv be formed from the fact 
that IIP broke away from the man 
who first seized him, Mr. Westfall, 
and, but for "lie closing of the donr, 
would probably have accomplished 
his purpose whatever it was. 


Those who slopped Booth on tluit 


day, and who in all probability pre- 
served the President's life, were not 
aware who the excited stranger was 
but the importance of their action 
can hardly bo overestimated. It will 
be remembered that at that time the 
great work of Lincoln's life had not 
been aci-omplished.

still going on. By this act of Mr 
Westfall's, the President's life was 
probably spared for a time, at least, 
and he was permitted to see the dawn 
of peace 
Aft<»r the assassination of 


the President, and when if became 
known that Wilke^ Booth's attempt 
to reach the inaugural platform had 
been thwaited by Westfall, the latter 
was promptly promoted to be <\ lieu- 
tenant of the ea;>itol police force, a 
position which had been created for 
him by Hon. B B. French, who was 
n devoted friend of Mr. Lincoln, as a 
mark of his appreciation of the great 
sorviee which Mr. Westfall bad ren- 
dered the country. 
This office he 


held until tho meeting of the forty 
fourth Conarwis, nince which time he 
has been discharged.
